On the enst bank of the Meuse a brilllant
counterattuck by the French remulted in
the recapture of part of the Fumin wood
from th? Germang, who wers atempting to
establish themselves there.

The cdmmuniquo alse reports continued
suceesnes for the French In thelr offensive
in Champagne, They made numerous ralds
upon the German trenches in this reglon,

The text of the offlcinl communique
follows:

On hoth aldes of the Somme the night
was calm.

In Champagne weo captured pome
prisoners in the course of o small oper-
atlon near Cernny., We liunched severanl
successful  surprise attacks sagainst
enemy trenches between Malsona de
Champagne and Calvaire, north of Ville-
sur-Tourbe.

On the left bank of the Meuse two
attacks npon one of our trenches at
Dead Man's HIl were completely
checked by our fire.

On the right bank a counter-attuck
launched by ys west of Fumin Wood
enabled us to recapture part of the
ground ocoupled yesterday by the
enemy. During this operntion we took
80 prisoners, one of them an officer
